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DETAILED ACTION

In chemical cases it 
should point out in general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the 
nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. 
Objects of the invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 
112, second paragraph. 

The claim is narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or operational 
language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a 
complete operative device. The claim must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of the 
claims in the patents cited. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lawler et al. 
Lawler discloses an apparatus (10) used in the bed of a pickup truck to support one or 

more bicycles. The apparatus is capable of use in the bed of a truck or for storage in a garage and 
does not require the removal of the front wheel of the bicycle. The retention device (12, 14) 
keeps the bicycles from rolling out of the rack, to the same degree claimed. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Bowman, Lanier, Fletcher et al., Wong, Price, and Kersey are cited for bike racks 
usable in the bed of a pickup truck.
